Although, ee the above equipment is masa- 
produced, only the prototypes for most of the equipment have been produced 


so far. The raw materiale are obtained from the domestic market, and tha 
finished products are for distribution in Yugoslavia. 


3. In addition to mass production of farming equipment, the factory also 
produces special machinery and industrial equipment. In the early part of 
19h9 a large new machine for an ofl factory and equipment for the nicotine 
factory in Skoplje were constructed. Barometer condensers for sugar 
factories, certain machine parts for the electric power stations in Osijek 
and Rijeka were also manufactured. Reportedly, a special section was 
started in November 1919 for the production of hand grenades. 


Lh. The General Directorate for Agriculture, under the Yugoslav Ministry of 
Heavy Industry, Belgrade, is in charge of the administrative and operational 
management of the factory. Engineer Vasilije Zaharcevic is chief of the 
foundry, and Antun Jelic, Leopold Koe, Viktor Beslic and Antun Vesic ar 
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all specialists in the foundry; Milan Adamovic is a technician in the 
construction bureau, and Pervanje, also a technician, is the original 
designer of the potato sowing machine. 


Through the use of forced labor, the factory output was stepped up to 
such an extent in 199 that mass production of 200 ploughs daily was 
achieved. Maohinery, with the exception of that installed before 
the war, was obtained from the Prvomaj factory. 


The following workshops are fully equipped: foundry, turning shop, 
section for enameling, section for mounting, section producing agri-. 
cultural machinery, construction and locksmith shop, and other 
auxiliary sections. 
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
